NKW ORLEANS, La.-(/|>i-Thc act 


creating the Tennessee Valley Author- 
ity was held to be 
constitutional by 


the Fifth Circuit Court of Appeals in 
a decision Wednesday which sustain- 
ed the government's right to sell elec- 
tric power in competition with private 
utilities. 


The appellate court's holding, which 


affects hundreds of electric 
utilily 


stockholders as well as thousands of 
consumers and .prospective consumers 
cf TVA power, reversed a decision of 
Judge W. I. Grubb of the Northern 
District of Alabama, annulling con- 
tracts between th? TVA and the Ala- 
bama Po-*ti»-.;'.COjHiivy -fur sale of 


ivcrnment-mnnufactured 
power 
in 


i northern Alabama counties. 


The Circuit Court of Appeals' deci- 


sion not only held the TVA constitu- 
tional, but ruled thai congress had 
conferred the 
necessary 
statutory 


power on the gigantic federal agency. 


Validity Assailed 


The act's validity was attacked by 


M group of preferred stockholders of 
the Alabama Power Company, who 
.".ought lo rescind contracts entered 
into between the TVA and the power 
company, in which the latter agreed 
to sell to the TVA for $1,150.000 trans- 
mission lines running from 
Wilson 


dam to Muscle Shoals into seven Ala- 
bama counties. 


The contracts further stipulated thai 


the Alabama Power company would 
cffer to sell its distribution systems to 
the municipalities in the specified tcr- 
i itory. The TVA was to have the right 
lo furnish electric power to any of the 
municipalities regardless 'if whether 
the power company had sold the sys- 
tems after Ihrec months from the date 
of I he contract. 


On August 9, 19IM, the power com- 


pany, not having sold any of the dis- 
tribution systems, granted TVA an op- 
tion to purchase them. But to date 
tluit option has not been exercised.

the public debt since December. 


Meantime, the Treasury has been 


able to get by on comparatively small 
borrowings by using its cash resources 
and as a result of heavier receipts. The 
debt is now approximately $2,000,000,- 
000,000 above what it was a year age. 


The Treasury said expenditures for 


the first two weeks of the new fiscal 
year, which began July 1, exceeded 
$500,000,000. The total was $535,249,207, 
compared with $289,947,882 last year.

cover with 2 tablespoons lemon juice, 
'/2 teaspoon sugar, V.\ teaspoon salt and 
a few grains pepper. Let stand until 
ready to mix salad. Add onion juice 
to salad dressing. Chop 
whites of 


eggs and put yolks through ricer.' 
Combine potatoes, beets drained from 
lemon , Juice, eggs and salad dressing. 
Stir' lightly with a fork and chill for 
one hour in refrigerator. When ready 
to serve pare and dice cucumber and 
add to mixture. Serve on crisp let- 
tuce with minced parsley sprinkled 
over the top.
